As stated in the Final Rejection, at page 3, Keuhn discloses the use of surfactant but not specific compositions. Molnar is to a similar 
absorbent product and teaches the use of the claimed surfactants for moisture-wicking. Thus, combination is prima facie obvious absent a 
showing of unexpected results or other secondary consideration Further, there was no information relied on that could be gleaned solely 
from Applicant's disclosure, therefore no improper hindsight was used. Determination of workable ranges for generically disclosed features 
is not hindsight but rather routine experimentation that courts have held to be within the purview of a skilled artisan. 
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
